Sir: 

In  reporting  the  activities  of  the  Department  for  the  past  fiscal  year  we 
wish  to  review  the  important  facts  concerning  the  treatment  of  the  offender 
since  the  turn  of  the  century.  We  find,  in  retrospection,  that  many  changes 
have  taken  place  to  ensure  more  humane  treatment  of  those  committed  to 
prison  and  that  progressive  measures  have  been  introduced  for  training  and 
treatment  to  assist  in  rehabilitation. 

At  the  turn  of  the  century,  the  Central  Prison,  Toronto  (1873-1915) 
was  the  only  penal  institution  in  the  Province  to  which  provincial  prisoners 
were  transferred  to  serve  sentence.  This  prison  had  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  very  small  cells,  hence,  accommodation  was  limited  and  sanitation  facilities 
inadequate.  Little  or  no  attempt  was  made  at  classification  other  than  the 
separation  of  the  sexes.  Inmates  wore  striped  clothing  and  there  was  insufficient 
work  for  them  to  do.  Punishment  was  extreme.  While  the  Central  Prison  had 
some  industrial  shops,  there  was  not  sufficient  work  to  keep  the  prisoners  profit- 
ably employed.  This  presented  many  behaviour  problems,  discipline  under  such 
conditions  was  necessarily  severe  to  maintain  order.  To  maintain  the  prison 
at  the  lowest  possible  cost  commercial  manufacturers  were  permitted  under 
contract  to  install  machinery  in  the  prison  and  the  manufactured  goods  produced 
were  sold  on  the  open  market.  Thus,  the  more  each  prisoner  worked,  the 
greater  the  profit  to  the  manufacturer  and  the  Province.  It  was  natural  under 
such  conditions  for  prison  factories  to  develop  into  the  worst  kind  of  sweat  shops. 

Medical  services  were  far  from  adequate  and  dental  clinics  were  non- 
existant.  Venereal  disease  was  considered  a natural  punishment  for  sin  and 
treatment  for  such  was  very  primitive  with  few  facilities  for  segregation.  There 
were  no  indeterminate  sentences  and  no  Parole  Board.  In  1908,  six  hundred 
and  five  prisoners  were  committed  to  the  Central  Prison,  but  only  sixty-two 
were  granted  Ticket  of  Leave;  the  remainder  had  to  serve  the  total  sentence 
as  there  was  no  Good  Conduct  Remission.  In  1911  The  Ontario  Government 
appointed  a Parole  Commission  which  met  monthly  and  submitted  their  re- 
commendations to  the  Minister  of  Justice  in  Ottawa.  If  the  recommendations 
were  approved,  prisoners  were  released  on  Ticket  of  Leave,  but  there  was  no 
check  or  supervision  on  such  prisoners  after  release. 

In  1909  a progressive  step  was  made  in  penology  in  Ontario.  Eight  hundred 
acres  of  land  were  purchased  near  the  City  of  Guelph  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
a Central  Prison  Farm.  On  April  11,  1910,  the  first  prisoners  were  transferred 
there  and  were  quartered  in  the  several  farm  houses  on  the  property  while 
temporary  quarters  were  erected.  Temporary  accommodation  for  three  hundred 
prisoners  was  completed  in  June,  1910.  Thus  was  born  the  first  reformatory 
in  Ontario.  This  was  the  beginning  of  the  Industrial  Era  in  Ontario  penology, 
with  the  main  objective  to  provide  worthwhile  and  suitable  work  under  improved 
conditions  for  those  committed  to  prison. 

In  1911  an  Industrial  Farm  was  opened  at  Fort  William  to  serve  the  north- 
western part  of  the  Province  and  prisoners  transferred  from  the  jails  were 
employed  in  agriculture.  This  farm  assisted  in  the  agricultural  industry  in 
that  part  of  the  Province  by  conducting,  in  conjunction  with  the  Ontario  Agri- 
cultural College  and  the  Dominion  Experimental  Farm,  an  annual  field  day  for 
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local  farmers.  It  is  also  of  interest  that  this  institution  carried  out  the  testing 
of  grain  for  the  Central  Experimental  Farm,  Ottawa,  and  operated  a seed  clean- 
ing service  for  local  farmers.  The  institution  was  closed  as  an  Industrial  Farm 
in  1936  and  used  as  a mental  hospital.  It  was  re-opened  as  an  Industrial  Farm 
on  April  1,  1955. 

In  order  to  alleviate  overcrowding  at  the  Toronto  Jail  and  also  to  provide 
employment  for  the  prison  population,  the  municipality  of  Toronto  established 
a Jail  Farm  at  Langstafif  in  May,  1912.  Prisoners  serving  short,  definite  sen- 
tences for  minor  offences,  who  previously  served  these  in  idleness  in  the  jail, 
were  transferred  to  the  jail  farm  where  they  were  employed  in  a variety  of 
agricultural  pursuits;  dairying,  hog  raising,  truck  farming,  under  draining, 
grading  and  land  improvements. 

In  1880  the  Andrew  Mercer  Reformatory  for  Females  was  established  and 
by  1917  it  was  classified  as  an  Improved  Prison  under  the  terms  of  the  “Prisons 
and  Reformatories  Act”. 

A further  step  in  the  progressive  program  of  this  era  was  the  establishment 
of  the  Burwash  Industrial  Farm,  in  1914,  on  a large  acreage  of  Crown  Land  in 
the  northern  part  of  the  Province,  some  twenty-five  miles  south  of  the  City  of 
Sudbury.  The  original  housing  accommodation  consisted  of  log  buildings 
built  by  the  prisoners  under  capable  supervision.  This  was  a pioneering  venture 
where  those  responsible  had  to  adopt  ingenious  methods  from  day  to  day  to 
succeed  in  their  task.  Logging  and  lumbering  was  the  main  industry  until 
sufficient  land  could  be  cleared  to  permit  agriculture.  To-day  it  is  a thriving 
institution  covering  some  thirty-five  thousand  acres  of  land  of  which  four  thou- 
sand are  arable.  Lumbering  and  agriculture  are  the  main  industries  and  many 
of  the  seven  hundred  prisoners  are  employed  in  the  bush,  on  the  land,  on  con- 
struction, on  industries,  on  vocational  training  and  in  the  sawmill.  A fair 
percentage  make  good  use  of  their  time  to  advance  their  educational  standard 
and,  in  addition  to  local  tuition,  take  advantage  of  the  many  correspondence 
courses  made  available  to  them. 

In  1913  a deposit  of  clay  and  shale  suitable  for  making  brick  and  tile  products 
was  found  on  Government  Property  at  Mimico.  A branch  of  the  Central 
Prison  was  established  on  the  “Asylum  Farm”  at  Mimico  and  a brick  and  tile 
plant  erected  known  as  the  “Ontario  Brick  and  Tile  Plant”. 

By  1915  the  construction  of  the  Central  Prison  Farm  at  Guelph  had  pro- 
gressed to  the  extent  that  the  Central  Prison  in  Toronto  was  closed  and  the 
institution  at  Guelph  become  known  as  “The  Ontario  Reformatory”.  The 
Brick  and  Tile  Plant  at  Mimico  was  operated  as  a branch  of  the  Ontario  Re- 
formatory, Guelph,  until  1931  when  it  became  a separate  institution  known  as 
“The  Ontario  Reformatory,  Mimico”. 

At  this  juncture  we  must  point  out  that  in  1913  The  Parliament  of  Canada 
amended  the  “Prisons  and  Reformatories  Act”  making  provision  for  indeter- 
minate sentences.  The  “Act”  was  amended  again  in  1916  authorizing  the 
Province  of  Ontario  to  appoint  a Board  of  Parole  and  giving  that  Board  authority 
to  parole  prisoners  serving  indeterminate  sentences. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  during  the  depression  years  there  was  a decrease 
in  the  number  of  commitments  and  convictions.  This  was  apparently  due  to 
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the  fact  that  many  of  those  previously  committed  were  now  receiving  relief 
assistance.  Another  reason  is  that  children  spent  more  time  at  home  under  the 
control  of  the  parents  because  there  was  less  money  in  the  family  purse. 

During  World  War  II  the  Ontario  Reformatory,  Mimico,  and  the  Monteith 
Industrial  Farm  were  used  as  Prisoner  of  War  Camps,  thus  causing  serious 
overcrowding  in  our  other  institutions.  By  the  end  of  the  War  the  accommoda- 
tion in  the  jails  and  institutions  was  taxed  beyond  capacity.  As  a result, 
immediate  plans  had  to  be  made  to  meet  this  emergency.  New  institutions 
had  to  be  established  and,  because  of  this  rapid  growth,  the  Legislature  in  1946 
enacted  that  there  would  be  a Department  of  Reform  Institutions  under  direct 
control  of  a Minister.  The  Ontario  Plan  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  offender 
was  formulated  and  many  changes  in  policy  resulted.  In  order  to  alleviate 
the  overcrowding  in  the  jails  and  institutions  military  training  camps  at  Bramp- 
ton, Cornwall  and  Brantford,  and  prisoner  of  war  camps  at  Monteith  and  Neys 
were  converted  to  Industrial  Farms  and  Training  Centres.  Future  plans 
included  the  establishment  of  a Staff  School,  setting  up  a division  of  psychology; 
classification  of  inmates;  expansion  of  the  academic  program;  inauguration  of 
vocational  training;  physical  training  and  recreation  programs;  the  employment 
of  specialists  on  the  staff  and  an  expansion  of  the  parole  and  after-care  work. 
This  was  the  beginning  of  a new  era  in  Ontario  penology  and  may  be  called  the 
training,  treatment  and  after-care  era. 


T raining 

A Staff  Training  School  was  established  in  1946  where  training  courses 
for  personnel  are  conducted  throughout  the  year.  Members  of  the  Federal 
Penitentiary  Staff  attended  the  first  few  courses  at  our  Staff  Training  School 
until  they  established  their  own.  Vocational  and  Academic  Training  Courses 
for  inmates  were  started  at  the  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph;  Ontario  Training 
Centre,  Brampton;  the  Burwash  Industrial  Farm;  the  Ontario  Training  Centre, 
Burtch;  and  the  Andrew  Mercer  Reformatory  for  females.  The  Industrial 
program  was  increased  at  all  institutions  to  provide  employment  for  those 
inmates  who  do  not  have  the  aptitude  for  vocational  training. 


T reatment 

In  the  treatment  process  the  classification  of  prisoners  is  a major  factor. 
Prisoners  are  classified  according  to  age,  offence,  sentence  and  past  record. 
The  Ontario  Training  Centre,  Brampton,  was  opened  on  February  3,  1947,  for 
the  treatment  and  training  of  a specially  selected  group  of  young  offenders  at 
the  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph. 

The  Alex  G.  Brown  Memorial  Clinic  was  opened  on  September  17,  1951, 
for  the  treatment  of  those  inmates  addicted  to  alcohol.  The  Neuro-Psychiatric 
Clinic  at  the  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph  was  opened  in  1955  where  men  from 
all  institutions  may  receive  appropriate  short-term  psychiatric  treatment. 

The  Ontario  Training  Centre,  Burtch,  was  opened  October  17,  1955,  for 
the  training  of  a selected  group  of  inmates  from  the  Ontario  Reformatory, 
Guelph  who  are  considered  to  be  in  the  lower  learning  group.  In  January, 
1956,  a twenty-five  bed  clinic  was  opened  at  Mimico  where  men  who  are  addicted 
to  narcotics  might  receive  treatment. 
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After-Care 

Prior  to  this  era  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Parole  was  also  the  Chief 
Parole  Officer.  With  the  inauguration  of  the  Ontario  Plan  parolees  were  to  be 
more  closely  supervised  than  they  were  in  the  past.  Additional  Parole  Officers 
were  appointed  to  assist  in  supervision.  In  1952  the  Parole  Act  was  amended 
and  Parole  Officers  became  known  as  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officers.  The 
Chief  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officer  became  responsible  for  the  overall 
program  of  supervision  and  after-care.  The  Province  was  organized  into  areas, 
each  of  which  was  supervised  by  a Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officer. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1957,  we  have  continued  our 
program  of  training,  treatment  and  after-care.  It  must  be  pointed  out,  however, 
that  our  responsibilities  are  greater  than  they  were  at  the  turn  of  the  century. 
Fifty  years  ago  three  hundred  and  twenty-three  people  out  of  every  one  hundred 
thousand  in  Ontario  were  convicted  of  an  offence.  This  year  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-one  people  in  every  one  hundred  thousand  in  Ontario  were  convicted. 
We  have  no  control  over  the  number  convicted  as  our  responsibility  starts  when 
they  arrive  in  our  institutions. 

Little  research  has  been  done  in  this  field  and  it  is  not  possible,  at  this  time, 
either  to  excuse  the  increase  in  convictions  or  to  blame  our  present  program  for 
ineffectiveness.  In  reading  these  statistics,  however,  certain  considerations 
should  be  borne  in  mind.  Because  of  the  growth  of  police  science,  methods  of 
detection  have  improved  to  the  point  where  fewer  offences  are  passing  unnoticed 
and  charges  are  more  adequately  laid.  The  development  and  widespread  use 
of  the  automobile  has  not  only  made  it  easier  for  criminals  to  engage  in  crime, 
but  it  has  made  it  necessary  to  define  a new  class  of  offences  such  as  traffic 
violations,  driving  without  a license,  and  others,  in  which  automobiles  are 
involved. 

F 

The  trend  of  population  from  rural  communities  to  towns  and  cities  during 
this  century  is  general  in  Canada,  but  is  probably  more  pronounced  in  Ontario 
than  in  any  Province.  At  the  turn  of  the  century,  57%  of  Ontario’s  population 
lived  in  a rural  area  and  43%  lived  in  an  urban  area.  Now  the  percentage 
of  population  living  in  a rural  area  is  less  than  30%,  while  over  70%  live  in  an 
urban  area.  Urban  living  too  often  involves  fluctuations  in  employment, 
crowded  living  quarters,  opportunities  for  unhealthy  leisure  time  activities,  and 
other  depressed  standards  of  living,  and  these  encourage  young  men  and  women 
to  engage  in  illicit  behaviour.  Figures  on  the  residence  of  adults  convicted  in 
Ontario  are  incomplete,  but  it  is  interesting  to  notice  that  of  four  thousand 
four  hundred  and  sixty-two  juveniles  who  appeared  before  juvenile  court  in 
Ontario  in  1956,  more  than  82%  came  from  urban  districts  and  less  than  18% 
came  from  rural  areas,  although  about  70%  of  the  general  population  live  in 
urban  areas  and  about  30%  of  the  people  live  in  rural  areas. 

There  can  be  no  question  of  abandoning  the  treatment  approach  and 
returning  to  the  former  rigorous  methods  of  control.  On  the  one  hand  we  have 
scarcely  given  the  treatment  approach  a fair  trial  because  we  have  used  it  for 
only  a comparatively  short  time.  On  the  other  hand,  concern  for  the  welfare 
of  the  individual  is  being  shown  increasingly  in  other  fields  besides  corrections, 
and  measures  such  as  medical  and  hospitalization  schemes,  unemployment 
insurance,  family  allowances,  old  age  pensions,  and  others  are  becoming  accepted 
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as  part  of  the  individual’s  rights;  similarly  we  have  adopted  measures  in  our 
correctional  systems  to  keep  pace  with  the  advances  that  are  being  made  in  the 
welfare  of  our  general  population. 

During  the  year  an  amount  of  six  thousand  dollars  was  made  available 
to  assist  students  in  Psychology  and  Social  Work  to  complete  their  studies. 
This  amount  was  divided  into  four  grants  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
each,  of  which  two  were  designated  for  psychology  students  proceeding  to  a 
Master  of  Arts  degree  and  the  remaining  two  were  designated  for  students 
in  Social  Work  proceeding  to  the  Master  of  Social  Work  degree.  The  students 
so  chosen  were  not  committed  to  employment  with  the  Department,  but  they 
were  required  to  do  a research  project  in  partial  fulfilment  of  the  requirements 
of  their  degrees  in  an  area  of  interest  to  the  Department.  As  a result  of  this, 
three  excellent  theses  were  written  on  aspects  of  this  Department’s  work.  Train- 
ing grants  have  two  purposes;  they  encourage  students  to  proceed  to  graduate 
degrees  and  thus  enrich  the  professional  talent  of  the  nation  and  they  ensure 
students  will  be  drawn  to  the  field  of  correction,  and  that  they  will  devote  at 
least  some  of  their  experience  to  the  work  of  this  Department. 

This  year  we  continued  to  increase  the  number  of  industries  so  that  inmates 
can  be  gainfully  employed  at  work  that  will  not  only  contribute  to  their  support 
and  thus  relieve  the  burden  of  the  taxpayer  to  some  extent,  but  also  will  give 
them  a chance  to  feel  they  are  doing  something  worthwhile.  It  is  essential 
to  develop  good  work  habits  in  each  inmate,  as  many  of  them  never  had  any 
amount  of  stability  on  a job  prior  to  their  incarceration.  Our  industries  now 
include  a great  variety  of  products.  We  have  large  tailor  shops  in  five  of  our 
institutions  where  during  the  year  nearly  four  hundred  thousand  various  articles 
of  clothing  were  manufactured.  We  rebuilt  and  enlarged  our  canning  factory 
at  the  Burtch  Industrial  Farm.  This  factory  and  the  canning  factory  at  the 
Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph  together  produced  about  three  million  pounds 
of  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  as  well  as  nearly  half  a million  pounds  of  jams 
and  marmalades.  Our  out-put  of  brick,  tile  and  cement  products  was  the  largest 
in  any  year  of  operation.  The  brick  and  tile  plant  at  the  Ontario  Reformatory, 
Mimico  produced  well  over  two  million  pieces  of  brick  and  tile  while  our  cement 
plant  at  the  Burtch  Industrial  Farm  supplied  ten  thousand  standard  survey 
monuments  to  the  Department  of  Highways.  One  of  our  largest  factories  is 
the  auto  marker  plant  at  the  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph  where  two  million 
and  forty-four  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-three  pairs  of  markers  were 
produced.  The  abattoir  at  the  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph  which  provides 
a ready  market  for  many  local  farmers  processed  nearly  three  million  pounds 
of  meat.  The  lumber  industry  at  our  Burwash  Industrial  Farm  produced  a 
revenue  of  over  twenty-seven  thousand  dollars.  In  addition  a further  twenty- 
two  thousand  dollars  worth  of  lumber  was  used  for  institutional  requirements. 

Three  thousand  park  picnic  tables  and  two  thousand  fireplace  grilles  were 
fabricated  for  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests.  The  tables  were  made  at 
the  Industrial  Farm,  Fort  William,  Burwash  Industrial  Farm  and  Rideau 
Industrial  Farm  while  the  fireplace  grilles  were  made  as  a training  project  at  the 
Ontario  Training  Centre,  Brampton.  Detailed  figures  of  our  industrial  operations 
are  given  elsewhere  in  this  report,  but  it  can  be  pointed  out  here  that  the  total 
value  of  goods  and  services  produced  during  the  year,  including  farm  products, 
amounted  to  some  three  million  dollars. 
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Two  years  ago  we  enibarked  on  a scheme,  in  co-operation  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Lands  and  Forests,  in  providing  prisoners  for  reforestation,  fire-fighting, 
park  clearing  and  general  conservation  work.  This  work  has  met  with  such 
overwhelming  success  that  we  continued  it  this  year  on  a larger  scale.  Prisoners 
consider  it  a privilege  to  be  selected  for  this  work  and  almost  all  of  those  who  are 
granted  this  privilege  do  their  best  to  continue  to  merit  it.  Although  these 
camps  must  necessarily  have  a minimum  of  security  measures,  hardly  any 
escapes  are  ever  attempted.  The  intimate  contact  of  staff  and  prisoners  in  work 
and  recreation  produces  a state  of  good  morale.  Above  all,  the  nature  of  the 
work  appeals  to  prisoners  and  they  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  their 
efforts  are  important  in  conserving  the  natural  resources  of  the  community. 
Wherever  work  camps  are  used,  it  is  recognized  that  they  have  a high  value  in 
changing  prisoners’  attitudes  and  habits. 

It  is  satisfying  to  be  able  to  record  that  in  this  Department  several  work 
camps  were  in  operation  during  the  year.  The  Fort  William  Industrial  Farm  reports 
that  twenty  inmates  worked  for  five  months  at  Sibley  Park  in  the  development  of  a 
new  campsite.  A squad  was  called  out  twice  at  the  same  institution  to  fight 
forest  fires;  once  eighteen  inmates  were  engaged  in  this  for  a period  of  more  than 
two  weeks.  At  Monteith  Industrial  Farm,  over  one  thousand  three  hundred 
inmate  days  were  spent  on  park  development  projects  in  Kettle  Lake  Park 
and  Esker  Lake  Park.  Monteith  inmates  also  planted  three  hundred  and  ninety 
thousand  spruce  and  pine  trees.  Fire-fighting  squads  were  kept  in  readiness 
at  this  institution,  but  fortunately  they  were  not  called  upon  because  of  the  wet 
season.  Prisoners  at  Rideau  Industrial  Farm  set  out  fourteen  thousand  five 
hundred  seedlings  for  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests  and  planted  forty 
thousand  pine  and  spruce  trees.  In  March,  twenty-five  prisoners  under  capable 
supervision  from  the  Burtch  Industrial  Farm  set  up  a work  camp  in  Rondeau 
Provincial  Park  to  clear  brush  and  establish  picnic  grounds.  Burwash  Industrial 
Farm  has  long  been  engaged  in  lumbering  operations;  such  projects  were  con- 
tinued this  year.  The  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests  trained  three  crews 
of  twenty  men  each  at  Burwash  and  these  were  ready  at  all  times  to  fight  brush 
fires  within  a fifty  mile  radius.  Reforestation  was  engaged  in  also  and  fifty-six 
thousand  seedlings  were  set  out.  The  Ontario  Reformatory,  Mimico,  main- 
tained two  camps,  one  in  Simcoe  County  and  the  other  in  Muskoka  District, 
and  in  co-operation  with  local  authorities  they  engaged  in  reforestation  and 
conservation  projects. 

Those  who  have  knowledge  of  any  of  these  work  camps  are  highly  pleased 
with  their  operation.  There  was  not  the  slightest  hint  of  trouble  in  any  of  them; 
on  the  contrary,  inmates  worked  hard  and  it  was  not  uncommon  to  have  men 
ask  to  be  allowed  to  work  after  supper.  Discipline  was  good,  not  because 
it  was  enforced  by  staff,  but  because  in  such  a setting,  inmates  were  encouraged 
to  practise  self-discipline. 

After- Care 

It  has  been  found  that  after-care  is  an  essential  and  important  phase  of 
the  work.  In  the  past  fiscal  year  eight  hundred  and  thirteen  were  released  under 
the  supervision  of  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officers  in  the  Province.  It  should 
be  pointed  out  that  after-care  not  only  supervises  parolees,  but  assists  in  the 
rehabilitation  of  all  discharged  prisoners.  The  records  for  the  last  fiscal  year 
show  that  four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six  were  assisted  by  securing  employ- 
ment, board  and  lodging,  and  supplying  tools  and  clothing  when  required. 
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Information  Services 

We  believe  that  many  people  in  the  Province  are  genuinely  interested 
in  our  work  and  we  are  concerned  to  see  that  they  receive  correct  information 
about  what  we  are  doing.  To  achieve  this  purpose,  the  Department  rented 
space  at  the  Central  Canada  Exhibition,  Ottawa,  and  displayed  photographs 
of  some  of  our  work.  Employees  who  were  well  informed  were  in  attendance 
and  they  had  the  opportunity  of  answering  questions  asked  by  spectators. 
The  exhibit  aroused  a considerable  amount  of  interest  and  plans  are  being  made 
to  repeat  this  in  1957. 

Interested  groups  of  citizens,  both  professional  and  lay  groups,  made 
requests  to  be  shown  through  our  institutions  and  such  requests  were  invariably 
granted.  Newspapermen,  magazine  writers  and  radio  commentators  were 
also  shown  whatever  parts  of  our  work  they  requested  to  see  and  usually  they 
seemed  to  be  favourably  impressed.  The  clinics  at  Mimico  for  alcoholism  and 
drug  addiction  attracted  most  of  our  visitors.  Such  visits  are  valuable  in 
that  citizens  not  only  see  what  we  are  doing,  but  they  appreciated,  to  a better 
degree,  the  difficulties  that  lie  in  the  tasks  of  reformation  and  rehabilitation. 

Conclusion 

Correctional  work  is  not  easy.  It  requires  people  with  personal  integrity, 
intelligence,  a sense  of  humor  and  a great  deal  of  patience.  Those  who  enter 
the  work  should  do  so  with  a warmth  for  humanity  and  a capacity  for  helping 
people  in  trouble.  To  stay  in  the  work  they  must  possess  some  measure  of 
dedication.  It  is  just  such  people  who  are  enabling  us  to  achieve  whatever 
success  we  attain  and  I could  not  close  this  report  without  expressing  to  them 
my  sincere  appreciation  for  their  efforts.

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DEPARTMENTAL  FARMS 
REPORT 

Fiscal  Year  Ending  March  31,  1957 

The  Farms  included  in  this  report  are  the  Ontario  Reformatory  Farms  at 
Guelph  and  Mimico:  the  Industrial  Farms  at  Burwash,  Monteith,  Burritt’s 
Rapids,  Burtch  and  Fort  William;  the  Ontario  Training  School  for  Boys  at 
Bowmanville. 

(A)  PRODUCTION: 

The  gross  value  of  Farm  Production  for  the  Fiscal  Year  totalled  $384,167.00. 
This  valuation  is  based  on  total  production  at  Departmental  prices. 

(1)  Crops — The  climatic  conditions  were  unfavorable  during  the  Crop 
year  1956  and  consequently  returns  fell  below  the  previous  year.  Higher  prices 
for  some  items  compensated  for  the  lower  yields  so  that  the  total  valuation  is 
only  slightly  below  normal  expectation. 

(a)  For  human  consumption. 

(1)  Potatoes — Province  wide  prevalence  of  blight  combined  with 
long  periods  of  drought  limited  the  yield  to  30,242.5  bushels 
with  a value  of  $36,291.00. 

(2)  Fruits  and  Vegetables— Orchard  and  garden  yields  were  well 
below  normal  and  total  production  is  valued  at  $22,315.55. 

(b)  Farm  Feeds — 

The  production  of  farm  crops  was  satisfactory  with  a total 
valuation  of  $81,581.25.  The  quality  of  forage  crops  was  not 
high  but  the  supply  was  generally  adequate.  Owing  to  lack  of 
arable  acreage  it  was  necessary  to  purchase  a considerable  quantity 
of  hay  at  Rideau.  Otherwise  supplies  of  forage  crops  filled 
Departmental  requirements. 

(2)  Milk — 

Milk  production  was  slightly  higher  than  the  previous  year  being 
3,249,173  lbs.  with  the  value  of  $129,966.62.  The  amount  used  for 
human  consumption  was  2,926,311  lbs.  valued  at  $117,052.44. 

(3)  Meat — 

Total  production  of  meat  for  the  year  is  valued  at  $79,130.28.  This 
consists  of  58,713  lbs.  of  Beef  with  a value  of  $9,866.87;  222,920  lbs. 
of  Pork  with  a value  of  $64,337.66;  4,066  lbs  of  Lamb  with  a value  of 
$1,136.57  and  14,078  lbs.  of  Poultry  Meat  with  a value  of  $3,789.18. 

(4)  Eggs — 

Production  of  eggs  totalled  28,968  dozen  with  a value  of  $11,521.36. 

(5)  Livestock — 

Sales  of  Livestock,  mostly  for  breeding  purposes,  totalled  $8,282.19 
and  the  value  of  livestock  inventory  increase  was  $15,078.75. 
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(B)  LAND: 

The  practice  of  clearing  and  bringing  under  cultivation  new  land  was  con- 
tinued at  Burwash  and  Monteith.  At  Burwash  approximately  400  acres  in 
the  general  area  of  Camp  Bison  were  cleared  and  a similar  acreage  previously 
cleared  was  brought  into  cultivation.  This  additional  land  is  required  for  the 
planned  increase  in  the  Beef  Herd  and  to  compensate  for  the  land  lost  by  the 
passing  through  of  No.  69  Highway.  At  Monteith  new  land  was  cleared  for  the 
cultivation  of  potatoes  and  approximately  8 acres  of  potatoes  were  grown  on 
this  new  area  in  1956.  At  Fort  William  an  acreage  of  land  previously  unused 
was  brought  into  cultivation  and  cropped  with  potatoes. 

(C)  FARM  BUILDINGS: 

(a)  Bowmanville- — A new  piggery  was  completed  replacing  the  one 
destroyed  by  fire  and  the  new  milk  processing  plant  was  brought 
near  to  completion  during  the  Fiscal  Year. 

(b)  Several  pole- type  hay  barns  were  constructed  at  Burwash,  Fort 
William  and  Rideau  for  the  storage  of  forage  crops. 

(D)  LIVESTOCK: 

(a)  Dairy  Cattle- — Herd  production  averages  continue  to  improve  as 
a result  of  the  policy  of  the  rigid  culling  of  poor  producers  for 
slaughter.  In  196  records  made  during  the  year  the  average 
index  of  milk  production  was  108%  of  Breed  Class  Average  from 
milk  and  111%  of  butter  fat.  In  the  previous  year  the  average 
was  104%  for  milk  and  106%  for  butter  fat.  In  herd  classification 
59%  were  graded  “Good  Plus”  or  better.  While  the  aim  is  to 
improve  herd  averages  for  both  types  and  production  it  is  note- 
worthy that  several  outstanding  production  records  were  made 
during  the  year.  A Burwash  cow  produced  a record  of  172% 
of  Breed  Class  Average  for  milk  and  a Guelph  cow  produced  a 
record  of  192%  for  butter  fat. 

(b)  Beef  Cattle — The  plan  to  substantially  increase  the  size  of  the 
Beef  Herds  at  Burwash,  Burtch  and  Fort  William  in  order  to 
meet  the  Departmental  requirements  for  beef  is  proceeding 
satisfactorily.  A number  of  heifers  were  purchased  at  Fort 
William  but  otherwise  the  increase  is  being  accomplished  by 
natural  means.  A beef  cattle  project  in  co-operation  with  the 
Ontario  Livestock  Branch  and  the  Ontario  Veterinary  College 
was  planned  during  the  year  and  will  commence  in  the  Spring 
of  1957. 

(c)  Swine — Pork  production  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  profitable 
projects  of  the  farms.  The  crossing  of  Landrace  boars  on  York- 
shire sows  has  been  demonstrated  to  be  very  satisfactory  from 
the  standpoint  of  economy  of  production  and  maintenance  of 
good  grades.  Landrace  boars  are  now  being  used  at  Guelph, 
Burwash,  Rideau  and  Monteith. 

(d)  Poultry — The  egg  laying  strain  of  hybrid  birds  which  were  first 
tried  at  Mimico  proved  to  be  very  economical  producers.  These 
hybrid  lines  will  be  used  at  Fort  William,  Bowmanville  and 
Monteith  as  well  as  Mimico  in  1957.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

THE  ONTARIO  BOARD  OF  PAROLE 

For  the  Year  Ending  March  31st,  1957 

During  the  Fiscal  Year  two  new  Members  were  appointed  to  the  Board: 
Mrs.  J.  Isobel  Ross,  Toronto;  and  Mr.  Edward  J.  Roche,  North  Bay,  Ontario. 

The  Board  conducted  80  monthly  meetings  at  the  following  Institutions: — 
Industrial  Farm,  Burwash,  Ontario;  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph;  Ontario 
Training  Centre,  Brampton;  Ontario  Reformatory,  Mimico;  The  Andrew  Mercer 
Reformatory,  Toronto;  and  The  Good  Shepherd  Industrial  Refuge,  Minnow 
Lake,  Ontario.  Some  1,698  inmates  were  interviewed  for  parole  consideration 
and  813  paroles  were  effected. 

All  male  inmates  who  are  serving  a definite  plus  an  indeterminate  sentence, 
appear  automatically  before  the  Board  approximately  two  months  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  their  definite  sentence.  All  female  inmates  interviewed  by  the 
Board  are  serving  indeterminate  sentences  only,  and  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Board 
to  interview  these  cases  approximately  two  months  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
half  the  indeterminate  sentence. 

Previous  to  the  inmate’s  appearance  before  the  Board,  information  is 
obtained  in  reports  from  the  Magistrate,  Police,  R.C.M.P.,  Probation  Officers 
Pre-Sentence  Report,  Home  Investigation,  Psychiatric  or  Psychological  Report 
and  Family  History.  This,  together  with  an  Institutional  Report  is  thoroughly 
reviewed  by  the  Board  and  following  the  inmate’s  personal  interview,  a decision 
of  the  Board  is  conveyed  to  the  inmate  by  letter. 

The  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officer  interviews  those  who  have  been  granted 
parole  and  a plan,  in  reference  to  employment  and  living  accommodation,  is 
formulated. 

Many  organizations  have  been  especially  helpful  in  our  parole  and  rehabi- 
litation effort.  Among  these  are:  National  Employment  Service,  Elizabeth 
Fry  Society,  John  Howard  Society,  Salvation  Army,  Religious  Welfare  Services 
and  other  organizations  engaged  in  the  rehabilitation  field. 

The  Ontario  Board  of  Parole  is  very  conscious  of  its  responsibility  to  the 
prisoner  and  receives  a great  deal  of  satisfaction  in  meeting  him  personally. 
During  the  interview  great  care  is  exercised  to  encourage  the  prisoner  to  freely 
discuss  his  problem,  and  to  convey  to  him  the  Board’s  interest  in  his  life  and  his 
plans  for  the  future. 

To  see  in  each  man  the  possibility  of  a new  and  useful  member  of  society 
is  the  vision  which  the  Board  keeps  before  it,  and  seeks  by  its  interviews,  to 
encourage  this  hope  in  the  man.  While  no  one  can  predict  how  the  prisoner, 
when  given  favourable  consideration,  will  react  to  his  freedom,  still  the  Board 
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is  confident,  because  of  all  facilities  that  are  carefully  provided  for  him  in  the 
institution  and  outside  of  it,  that  there  is  more  reason  to  hope  for  his  success 
than  his  failure.

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THE  SALVATION  ARMY 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRISON,  JAIL  AND  POLICE  COURT  WORK 
IN  THE  PROVINCE  OF  ONTARIO 

For  Year  Ending  December  31,  1956 

The  Year  1956  has  been  marked  by  an  expansion  of  the  work  of  the  Correc- 
tional Services  Department.  The  change  in  the  name  indicates  that  development 
from  ‘the  Prison  Gate’  and  latterly  the  ‘Prison  Department’  to  extend  to  ever}^ 
aspect  of  rehabilitation  and  Reformatory  work  connected  with  the  accused, 
the  convicted  and  the  released  individual. 

Not  onh^  has  the  area  been  increased  but  the  development  of  progressive, 
understanding  policies  has  resulted  from  the  devoted  and  self-sacrificing  effort 
of  the  Officers  appointed  to  that  branch  of  the  comprehensive  Social  Welfare 
Service  of  The  Salvation  Arm^^,  embracing  as  it  does  ever}^  Social  and  spiritual 
need  of  humanit3\ 

The  Statistical  Report  does  not  give  any  indication  of  the  variety  of  needs 
presented  or  of  the  untiring  attention  given  at  all  times,  without  thought  of 
hours  required,  or  financial  resources  available.  This  means  that  the  Depart- 
ment is  under  heavy  deficits  which  make  a call  on  the  Social  and  Welfare  Funds 
badty  needed  for  maintaining  the  other  institutional  work. 

The  Police  Court  Officers,  and  many  Corps  Officers,  are  attending  more 
City  and  County  Courts  than  ever  before  and  the  cases  being  referred  to  them 
for  attention  require  increasing  time  and  varying  solutions.  Home  visitation, 
contacts  with  employers,  guidance  and  counselling  the  accused,  arranging  for 
representations  and  appeals  in  the  Courts,  where  requested,  assisting  the  Magis- 
trates and  Prosecutors  in  arriving  at  a decision  as  to  the  disposal  of  the  problem 
cases  which  are  often  more  social  welfare  than  criminal  offences. 

The  work  in  the  Prisons  and  Penal  Institutions  has  also  continued  from 
the  beginning  of  our  work  in  Canada  but  on  both  sides  of  the  ‘big  Wall’  the 
Officer  contributes  much  in  the  assisting  and  maintaining  of  the  family  contacts 
and  preserving  a link  that  promises  reconciliation  and  restoration  in  the  future. 
By  constant  visitation  in  the  Institutions,  with  the  privilege  of  personal  interviews, 
supported  by  religious  services  and  Bible  Stud^^  Classes  or  Correspondence 
Courses,  a valuable  pre-release  work  is  accomplished  and  in  many  cases  testimony 
is  given  by  the  persons  aided  and  the  tributes  are  man}"  from  the  Custodial 
Officers  and  Staffs. 

The  establishing  of  the  Probation  and  Parole  S}"stems  in  many  of  the 
Provinces  has  not  lessened  the  demands  upon  our  resources  but  in  all  our  Social 
Service  Centres  shelter,  food  and  clothing  are  being  dispensed  to  those  who  are 
being  sent  to  us  through  these  agencies  and  others. 

A Rehabilitation  Program  has  been  developed,  extensively,  throughout  the 
Social  Welfare  Centres  and  the  Salvation  Army  has  been  requested  to  give 
supervision  to  a large  number  of  those  released  on  Ticket-of-Leave  by  the  Re-

mission  Service  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Justice,  Ottawa.  Along  with 
other  agencies,  the  Salvation  Army  is  contributing  much  in  this  area  of  the 
Correctional  Field,  the  ‘HUMAN  TOUCH’  and  the  ‘UNDERSTANDING 
HEART’  does  not  exist  in  greater  meaning  than  in  this  department. 

We  acknowledge  with  sincere  appreciation  the  splendid  support  given  by 
the  Provincial  Government,  the  general  public  and  outstanding  individual 
citizens  and  solicit  a continuance  of  their  practical  interest.
